-~ The New Fenian Movement.
From the Rorald.

There appears to be gome apprehension of
another Fenian attack on Canada. A despe
rate soare exists in the British Provinces in con-
gequence of the snnouncement that a plenic of
Fenians i= about to take plance at Clinton forest,
near Fort Ere, and within convenlent dis-
tance of her Britannic Majesty's possessions,
All Oapada is therefore in a state of the utmost
alarm,. The military and civie officials at Ot
tawa are cxercising sleepless vigllance; tele.
graphic courlers are flying all over Cannda from

sunrise (0 sunrige, paying no regard at all to
the comtort or want of rest of the Governmant
ofticinls, The gunboats recently brought from
Eogland have, as we are informed, been moved
up iu the vicinity of the hostilities which, it 1=
said, filteen thonsand Fenlans are aboot to
wage upon o monster chowder, the ingredients
whereof muy Include the whole British Ameri-
oun Provinces, from Canadi West to Newlound-
Iand. The volunteers are also called out, nnd
gome three thoussud of them will epcamp
within sight of the smoke of the Fenian kitchen
in the rorest, where the cooking for the pienic
is to be done, The Canadian lmhﬁ:t‘t. it appenrs,
was io seasion all day Sunday, and the tele-
graph offices throughoul the country were kept
open, 8o that the “earliest intelligonce” of the
jusuguration of the pienic mizght be forwarded
to the alarmed Government sud people, voluan-
teers, regulars, and faclofums of the different
towns and villages all over the Provinces,

Asanming that this pew Fenian imovement
may mean something serious, we are justibed
algo in assuming that the Fenmwns will not be
very much disturbed in their plans thig time it
they really intend to throw fitteen thousand
armed picnicians into Canada. The present
political condition of this country, including the
action of the conservatve eélement at the
National Conventi n i Philadelphin, and the
desperate appeals which the radieals are muking
to oblain the Fenian vote at the coming elec-
tious, will be very likely to prevent any vigorous
intarterence with whntever the Fenlaus moay
please to do i the viciuy of Clinton forest.
The opnion prevails among all parties that our
Government has done enough to prove its epirit
of fair play in the receut suppression ot the
Fenian attack at Fort Erie, on the Canmdian
frontior, the seizure of munitions, arms, aod
rations, and the arrest of the leaders, Generals
Swoeeney, Spear, O'Neil, and Murphy: and we
doubt whether Sewnrd would now dore, in the
present aspect of political ailairs, to play the
pame game over agnin.  Even if he was dispoasd
10 do so, President Johason would probabiy
Bave something to say in contraveniion of suech
apolicy. Canads and Engiand have had all the
protection from our Government that we can
aflord o give them, They must now tuke care
of themeelves, The Feptan vole 13 4t present
& boue of contention between the radieals and
thie conservatives, and it is not at all hkely that
thie movements of that body upon Canadn will
be obstructed just now. Besides, Mexico, which
glands on our other frontier, s falling to pieces,
and we want our army and generals in that
quarter, Now is the tavorable time, therefore,
for the Pemane to go in and win, and we hope
they will tuke the opportunity.

fecept without examining, we have a desire to
Bee what reason exists tor *the good old Limea,”
He culled upon the delegates o bring back
the repubbic, puritied and smrengthened by the
ficry ordeal through which it has pnesed, to 18
HuQiout prosperity and power; to present to the
world un exiupie worthy of imilabion—no Uto.
plan vision o goud government, bul the grand
old 1eality of the better times, bringing up the
memory of our fathers and the recotlections of
the past, with the past and the future insepara.
bly entwinsd—one country, one flag, one Union
ol egual Btates." Which we call very good,
fudecd,

It the privileze of men who, like General
Dix, have outhived their poltical useiulness, 1o
babble of the beauties of the past and to expu-
tiute pathetically upon the virtwes ol the fore
fathiers, Gud torbid that we should detvact one
jot or iite from the bistorical glory of our
country. But General Dix knows as well as we
do that, from the very commencement of our
nationsl existence, there was anything but
accord on the guestion ol slavery, and thut
subtequently it was constantly interfering with
the peace and prosperity of the lsnd, The
trouble was as rite in the Convention of 1757, of
which General Ihx speaks so tenderly, as st any
subsequent period,  The battle bus been waged
eveT suice, Eometimes more and sometimoes Jess
fieicely, somefimes almost subsiding mto o

werce, and then ruging with renewed tercencess,

ut never, in spite of compromiscs, of truces,
and o1 subleriuges, has the contest beon con-
cluded, General Ihx knows this, for he has
someumes been in the tulckest of the fray. To
Jjgnore the fack that slavery made trouble

between the ®tawes in 1770, ngain In 1747,
agnin when Missouri was admitted, con-
stantly whencver a revenue policy was to be
adju=ted or new territory received, is to close
our eyes 10 ninetenths of the history of the
country, and w disregard its most necessury
and important lessons, General Dix almost
BWOONUS in rapture in contemplating “the grand
old reality of better times," but all well intormed
persons know that all througn the golden era
of the General’s imagination there were dissen-
glons and jeslousivs, und vital dispgreements,
which finally colminated in the great Rebellion.
The stmple trath is, that the nation ia better of
thun ever belore, as all nations should be dier
) fmhllcul existence of nearly a century, and
will be if they are destined to last & eentury
lorger, We have rid ourselves of slavery legully
eatablished, and we are in & falr way of ridding
ourselves of the soclal anomalies which the de-
parting monster bas lelt in s rrail, including
the politicians who bave learned nothing and
have forgotien nothing,

Unlon, they are no more entitled to represen-
tation now than they were when thoir swords
were drawn, their Confederate banners flaunt-
lng. and their Rebel ranks in battle array,
Admissions of the illegnlity and wickedness of
the Rebellion on the part of tha Rebels are not
£0 numerous as to be iiresome, by auy manner
of meana, Tosneak into Congress with patriot
blood still deipping from their skirts, with the
old slaveholding oligarchy still retainiog its
pristine power, and &till disfranchising nine-
tenths of the population, with the leaders of the
Rebellion nl.lrloellgihle to offices of authority
and trust —this seems to be the chief ambition
of traitors retired from active husinesz—these
#re the immunities which they do not so much
nsk for na demand, with General Dix for backer !

Organized Conservatism—A Rising Power, |

The great difficulty in the way of consoll
dating the conservative forces has been over
cowe, and un organized Nationsl Union move
meni now alms at meeting the urgent demand
ol the country.

In a cortain sense the Convention just closed
partook of the nuture of an experiment. The
purpose of its conveners was plain, and their
motives wore above suspicion, but the feasi-
bility of bringing together mer who have
hitherto been ranged uader dilerent pauners,
and men who for years have been separated aod
alienuted by civil war, and ol establishing huar-
monious relatiopse among them, remained a
depatable questiopn, Repsoning hypotheticnlly,
there were some grounds for fearing Loat, after
ull, 4 remembrance of bypone fends might give
1ise o jeslousies and e<runecments which
would be fatal to hearty recoucilintion,

Morsover, there was the possibility ol trouble
arising Irom inoragties of temper and judgment |

in an agsembluge of the magnitude originally
rs:n'.vlll]:l.ilu'tl. Now, these ticklish conpingen
cles huve been eelely overcome, Tne practicos-
bulity of the object simed at by the suthors ol
the call s been demounstrated.  Uwmion Repub-
Lieans and Unien Demorrats have met in the
same commitiecsroomes, sat in council wgether,
untted an the ssme public procecding s, with o
cordinlity and concord taat 1eil nothioe to be
desivred,  Norvth and Soutli have jolued hands
aud exchanged opiniops, aud  boartered expe-
rienees, and compuréd judgments, plans, and
hupes; the end being the acceptanes of o com-
mon basgi= of action, In all these respects the
Conyention was a grand sueee Asa delihera-
tive body it realized the brightest anticipations
Gi s promoters. As w medns ol obliterating pro-
judices, rectdying unstuges, aud develsping the
universulity and potency of the Union sonti-
went intboth sections, it sccomplished atl that
the most sanguine coula have deemed possinle.
Consioercd solely with relerence to these ehar-
actenstics, there hns veen wotibng lhike it in
Americsn polines inonr aay,

In yot snother sense there was danger, The

persistent  talschoods  of the radien]l presa
poiited 1o a contingency whiclh touched the
scpsitive loyulty of many 1 the North,

Would the Couvention be conno'ed by politi-
cal exwremists, i (he sieeerity oi whose pro-
lvestops the Noithern people have bad but
ity contidence?  Would the Couvention be,
g 1t promoters wlleged, uloyal, conservative
pody, or a body manvcced by politicians
who have acdmred n reputation 1or dizloyalty ?
There were luguiries o which predicilons ann
prowises were o unsatistactory answer, Now,
howeyer, they have been answered in a mannor
that preciudes turther controversy.  The racord
of the Coovention tells s own =wory., Its
organization, its oflicers, its comwittees, its roll
ol membership, eannot be impugned by any slur
upon its oyaity, Its declarution ol principles
fdmits of ne mrsinterprewation; they challenge
eriticism a8 an embodiment of  principle
derived rom the Constitution, and flly eom-
plying with the requirements ol the most rigid
loyalty to the Umon,
case¢, upon which the people must puss jude-
uient, is so impregnable in it fucts, 50 couctits
give in its argumiont, so effective 1n its nppeal to
the national sentiment, that no other éxposi-
tion s needed to insure lor the movement pro-
fonnd attention and respeet,

Ditliculties no doubt remain to obstroet the
ensy working of the movewment, and cripple its
ugelulpess, but uone that should oceasion
serions misapprehicusion, The formidable task
ol orgavieation bhaving been completed with
marvellous esse, the minor labors that are
before us ought nol 10 excite feuar or even un-
enginoss, The work s transferred in detail to
cuch of the Stutes and Territories, und upon the
people of cach depends the question of failure
ortrlumph, To pecure the latier beyvond perad-
venture, nil that 15 necessary 13 1o manitest on a
«mall scale the forbearance, the sagacily, the
hearty unanimity of the Philadelphin assem-
blnge, Let this done, sndd the National Union
movement will aweep everything before it

Tl e battle of the Union, be it always remeu-
herea, muost now be fooeht on Northern ground.
The danger to our nationsl existence no longer
comes from Southern politicians or soldiers, but
from sectional politicians amwong ourselyes, We
are not required w tight theorctieal sevession-
1gts, disciples ot Calhoun, but, inswead, practical
disunionlsts vnder the guldanece of Northern
rudicals, Tt is not o struggle between seotions,
but a struggle between the Unlonists und the
disunlonisie of the same section, and that the
Northern, By a revolufionary usiurpation ol
power, the aisunionists have cxcluded the
Nouth from the arena, but the sympathies of
the Bouthern people are on the sude of ihe
Nautiony ! Unionists, whose duty it is to prepare
for purifying and nationalizing Congrese, This
is the work which devolves upon us, these #re
the circumstances under which we are required
to begin 1. We of the North ure called upon
to maintaiu the integrity of the Union and the
gnpremacy of the Constitution; and to do this
eftectunlty we must expel the radical disunion-
ists from Coneress, and elect loyal Unionlsis as
thelr successors,

Ihe process is simple. As matiers stand,
pawes and nleknames amount to lttle, We are
flehiing for the substanee, not the shadow, and
cun recognize only the distlnetions that rest
upon reality, 1s a candldate for the Upion, as
aefined by the Constitation, or for disnnion after
the fashion of the radicals? This is the one
overshadowing question. In the States where
nominations have already been made, there ean
be no hesitancy in determiviog as between the
canddates, He that 18 not for the Union as
established by our fathers is against it, and
should be dealt with asccordingly, under what-
soever pretense he solicits votes. In the Btates
where nominations are yet to be made a mode-
rits degree of attention to the spint which ani
watsd the Philadeiphis Conventlon and the
prineiples it enuncisted will secure like har
moby and suceess. The people of the North
haye the issue in (hetr own hiands, and we will

nok libel their patriotism by doubting the result,

Vigorons and Deglsive Executive Action.
From the Dodiy News.

The foteof the Conservative party now, for a
time, must depend upon the action ot President
Johneon. The lssues have been fairly stated,
the councll of war bas been held, the banner

bas been unfurled, the war-cry given, and the
champions have been summoned to the 1ists,
Bo far all 18 well, and the country can be con-
gratulated upon one step having been taken 1n
the direction of its deliverance {rom the misrule
ot faction and fanaticism,

But the nmgxgln is yer to come, and let it
not be ignored that the cnemy is strong in
courage, In resources, in energy, and in the
great advantage of holding the geitidal of
power. In their command of the influcnces
of eentral legislation, the radicals have an
engine whoge efficiency must not be underrated,
Now that they fully reallze how powerful is
the combination againsi them, they will bring
to bear the full foree of the machinery of

President Johnson, as the acknowledged
leader of the conservative movement, will be the
firsr object of their assanlt, Agninst him will
be levelled every wedpon that can be wielded in
artisan warfare; and no opportunity will be
st to weaken his position, 0 embarrass him
In the excrciee of his officinl functions, and to
paralyze the Executive arm.  He must meet the
emergency by the prompt development of all
th resources that bis official prominence places
at his cemumand.  He s the forlorn hope of the
congervative eause, and must bear the first
shock of the attack, Let him then antiompate
the tacties of the enewy, and assume the otten-
give with the ardor of a leader who, thrown into
the gap, i8 coneciong thut upoun his personal
prowess depends the fortune of & sirugele in
whose result i= involved the desuny of his
country.

No time now for timidity or hesitation. He
knowe whaut n host s marsballing ftor his sup-
port. The representatives of the people in
national council bave proclaimed the popular
will. The voice of the multitudes has bheen
beard in condemnntion of the fuction that s now
invested with legislative suprewacy through its
usurpation of powers unsavctioned by our form
of governwent,

Let the President strike the opposition when
and where he can, Aund fieet, let im oust every
radical othice-holder that depends upou the Fede-
ral patronage,. Not a man of them should be
retnined m any ollice over which the Executive
authority has control. That done, let him take
meusures to protect the Southern nu-mlmr.sli)'r

hng declured that they have the right to be
there, und he shonld protect them in that right,
The cmergency calie for prompt, vigorous, and
decigive action, and every blow dealt by the
Executve haud will be an insplration to the
conservative cnuse,
